in this wor'd they were too i-ften dumb. 
The ntterunces of the preactiers on the 
social ills of this world were short and 
timid. Nor was it because the minis- 
tersffere hypocrites that tuia was su, 
nor because tbe preachers were not 
awake to the .importance of these ques- 
tions. 


In most cases the preachers did what 
they thought the wisest. 
They were 


dependent for thei,- success andfor the 
success of the religion they taught upon 
the wealth-of men who made their 
money out of the existing order .if 
things, and to speak against social evils 
meant the loss of this palronageand 
the consequent diiiiiiushin^ of their 
power for ROjd. At least that was tlio 
wny many of his brethren looked upon 
the matter, and he diJ not know but 
they were right, for after all the speaker 
thought the rich needed the preacher 
more than the poor. And so the musses 
do not find (he way to the great 
churches. "And do you wonder that 
they are dissatisfied with the hard 
benches of .the mission chapels and the

preacher? Too many of tht- preachers 
preach to the poor on S'jndav.and dine 
with the rich during ttie week. (Jan it 
be wondered at that the poor fail to re- 
concile this with the teachings of the 
Master, who dined with the poor and 
preached to the rich ?"
